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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 7/20/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot 
show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re 
Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Applicant argues that the Cuperus 
reference takes a different approach of making a hole, however applicant is reminded that the 
Burwell et al reference is the primary evidence showing the same lattice structure as instantly 
claimed and the missing elements not disclosed in Burwell are taught by Cuperus to show that it 
is well known in the art to incorporate a filling into a pasta product. 

2. Regarding the co-extruding step, the applied prior art teaches an obvious alternative 
method to make a food product with a filling. The novelty in applicant's instantly claimed 
invention is not seen since applicant has not provided evidence why co-extruding is novel or 
unexpected results. 

3. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, 
the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 
USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 
1992). In this case, applicant argues that combination of Burwell et al with Mercer et al is not 
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combinable because Mercer et al is not directed to a pasta. However, Mercer et al teach a cereal- 
based product which encompasses pasta.
